A Companies' Act Figures as 
the Main Topic for 
Next S^sinii 

At tin- Mock Parliament to be held 
next Saturday night H e Liberal Gov- 
ernment will introduce the following 
bill, which should be of great interest 
to all who ari' concerned in the fu 
tare welfare of Canada. The bill is 
designed to prevent stock watering. 
COMPANIES' ACT. 

1. This Act may be cited as the 
Companies' Commission Act. 

2. Thi- Act -hall apply to all in- 
corpora t ed companies within the 1er; 
lslatlvc authorit y of i he Parliament 
of Canada. 

3. Where any company, incorporât 
I'd by a special Act passed by the 
Legislature of any province Is declar- 
ed, by any Act of the Parliament of 
Canada, t<> be a work for the general 
advantage of Canada, this Act shall 
apply to such company, to the exclu- 
sion of such of the provisions of the 
said Special Act as are Inconsistent 
with this act, and in lieu of any gen- 
eral Companies' Act of the Province.

Commissioner! for Canada, consisting 
of three members appointed by the 
( lovernor in i louncil.

And shall have th;' like power in 
timino,-.iii|. witnesses, ami enforcing 
their attendance, and compelling them 
to give evidence and produce books, 
papers, or things which they are re- 
quired to produce, as is vested in a 
Superior Court in civil cases. 

M. The Hoard may inquire into, 
bear and determine any matter which 
under this Act it may inquire into, 
hear or determine, either upon ap- 
plication or complaint, or of its own 
notion, or at the request of the Gov- 
rnor in Council. 

15. For th;> purpose o this Act, 
every incorporât Ci •> a under the 
legislative nul ici" i ,i the Dominion 
of Cnha'dn mi: ; ,ne, ami transmit 
t" the Hoard not later than the last 
day of the month of March In each 
year, n full ; ,nd complete statement 
of its buildings, plant, equipment, 
property, Ian. Is, capital (authorized, 
issued and subscribed), receipts, ex- 
penditures, and all other assets and 
liabilities, for the preceding year. 

Such statement must be signed by 
the President, ami the manager of 
said company, and must he certified 
by them to be true in every .'ar- 
ticular. 

H'.. All orders ami regulations is- 
sued by the Hoard shall be considered 
as final, and shall not lie susceptible 
of vippeal except to the Supreme 
Court of the Dominion of Canada.

The gas supplied to Montreal con- 
sumers consists of coal gas and cas- 
buretted water gas, the latter being 
added to increase the illuminating 
power. This is produced in large 
water-gas producers, provided with 
special devices lor s| raying crude oil 
into tlu> kid of hot coke. These pro- 
ducers are provided with a system of 
reversing valves for changing the 
direction of tbe steam blast and the 
iias outlet.
